tection. Undoubtedly that is a 
kind of legislation to whieh a 
great many people have an in- 
stinetive dislike, It is a direet 
negation of the principle that the 
individual is entitled to the best 
service he ean get for his money. 
Yet, what are we to do about it? 
We cannot afford to put the street 
railway system—-which we have 
to pay for—on the serap heap. 


The naming of streets and the 
nunbering of houses in a city is 
not merely a matter of enstom. It 
is a necessity. Without some sys 
tom of street and house desiena 
tion it would be impossible to 
carry on the business and social 
life of a city in any tolerable 
fashion, The more thoroughly 
understood the system is the 
greater the convenienee to the 
public. Whether the system is 
the product of ingenuity or mere- 
ly the result of usage makes no 
essential difference. The import- 
ant thing is that it be known and 
understood by the people whose 
convenience it is intended to 
serve. Uf it does not fulfil that 
requirement it is only measure- 
ably better than no system at all. 
(f it does fulfil that  require- 
ment all the essential purposes 
are served, whether or not it ae- 
cords with some arbitrary ideal 
that looks well on a map. A year 
ago the people of Edmonton had 
a system of street and honse des- 
ignation which they had evolved 
in the process jof experience, 
whieh was thoroughly understood 
by them, and was no more than 
ordinavily difficult for a new-com- 
er to get acquainted with, [t serv- 
ed the essential requirements of 
the ease—which is proved by the 
fact that they still use it in pref. 
‘rence to the artificial system 
which they have been urged to 
use by all the means of official 
coercion, As the people of Ead- 
mouton do the paying they have a 
right to use the system which 
gerves their couvenience, whether 
that aceords with the conceptions 
of higher mathematicians or not, 
And as the city council is eleeted 
to serve the interests and conven 
ience of the citizens the council 
has no right to continue to refuse 
them the recognized privilege of 
using the system which best 
serves their purposes, antl to 
leave them under oflieial compul- 
sion to use a system which is 
only an aggravating and incom- 
prehensible confusion of figures.

Relief seed for the dried oa. 
areas of the three Western Pro- 
vinces was wider discussion yes: 
terday on motion of W. M. Mar- 
tin, M.P., for Regina. It was evi 
dent in August last that the crop 
would be a failure in parts of 
Southern Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba, and that failure 
Was on such a seale that under 
existing conditions Government 
aid was the only possible means 
of enabling the fields to be sown 
this year, The Federal Govern- 
ment, after consultation with their 
officials and with members of the 
Provincial Governments of Alber 
ta and Saskatchewan, decided that 
in thesé two Provinees the Federal 
authorities would assume the full 
responsibility for providing seed 
for the season of 1915, A eiren 
lav letter was sent out in October 
by the Commissioner of Immigra- 
tion at Winnipeg, in which he 
stated specifically that the Gov- 
ernment would provide seed for 
all those who had lost their erop 
in 1914 sufficient to seed all the 
land they had ready for erop in 
1915. In ease of unpatented lands 
a lien to be taken, and in ease 
of patented lands a promissory 
note to be required. ; 

Apparently this intimation was 
given before the Government. re- 
alized the extent of the obliga- 
tion it had assumed. In Jannary 
the Immigration Commissioner 
sent out another circular letter in 
which he stated that aid would 
only be given to holders of unpa 
tented lands and that owners of 
patented lands must look to other 
sources for relief, In the diseus- 
sion of yesterday it was develop 
ed that this lotter letter was in 
tended only to apply to cases oe- 
curring outside of the Jand dis 
triets lying slong the international | 
boundary, and that within those 
distriets it was still the intention 
or the Government to supply seed 
to holders of patented as well as | 
unpatented. lands, 

The Minister of the Interior 
stated that the applications for re 
lief and seed to date totalled | 
about $11,000,000. While he in- | 
sisted that’ the Government as- | 
sumed no obligation in regard to 
patented lands onfside the land 
districts mentioned, he said that 
cases of necessity would be con- 
sidered on their merits. | 

The Minister of Publie Works
